THREATEN TO SCREW LID 
ON IN INDIAN OFFICE 


Muskogee, I. T., April 27.—In 
all probability the lid will be 
screwed down so 
tight at the 
Dawes commission as a result of 
the recent Indian roil theft and 
tho present grand jury investiga 
tion that it will be impossible for 
the general public to get any in­ 
formation there except of the 
most general nature and then at 
the pleasure of the commission 
only. 
This will cause a tremendous 
howl to go up from attorneys and 
agents, but it is a matter of pre­ 
lection to the government officers 
The class of information most 


sought is descriptions of allot­ 
ments, the applicant giving the 
name of the allottee; the status of 
certain applicants for enrollment 
and their status, the enquirer 
usually looking fora chance to 
lease or buy as soon as the allot­ 
ment is made; information about 
Mississippi Choctaws, the check­ 
ing up of deeds to lands that have 
been sold by allotecs. 
lf the lid 
goes on the commissioner will 
have a private office and no one 
will be admitted, without first 
sending in a card, stating his 
business, a thing never heard of 
in Inditii territory.

RESTRICTIONS AMENDMENT 


Washington, 
April 27.—The 
senate committee on Indian af 
fiirs 
yesterday agreed 
to an 
amendment to be offered to the 
Indian appropriation bill for the 
removal of restrictions on land in 
Indian territory. 
The proposed 
amendment is in these words: 
“That all restrictions upon the 
linda of Indian allottees of the 
Choctaw, Chickasaw, Cherokee, 
Creek and Seminole tribes, ex 
cept Indians of full blood, except 
as to homesteads and as to coal 
und oil lands known to be such at 
the time of sale, are hereby re­ 
moved, to take effect 
July 
I, 
1906.” 
In persuading the Indian af­ 
fairs committee to Uke this action 
those who have been trying to 
bring about the alienation of the 


surplus lands of the mixed blood! 
have accomplished about all they 
may hope to accomplish in this 
direction during the present aes 
aion of congress, for it was made 
pretty clear during the considera­ 
tion of the five tribes bill in the 
senate that a 
majority of that 
body are opposed at this time to 
such action. 
A 
further 
obstacle to 
this 
amendment is that offered to an 
appropriation bill it would be sub 
ject to the point of order that it 
is new legislation and a single 
objection gives full force 
to a 
point of order. 
The Indian appropriation bill, 
the measure to which it is intend­ 
ed to offer this amendment, will 
probably be taken up again by 
the senate today.

Demise cit Woman Who Had the Old 
Marriage 
Service 
Revised. 


Mrs. Sarah J. Harper Starr of Belle­ 
vue, was buried the other day in the 
gamily mausoleum at Zelienople, Penn., 
and a most wonderful life was endeJ, 
says the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
Mrs. Starr’s marriage in Cincinnati 
un May 22, 1849, is of 
historical im­ 
portance in ecclesiastical circles. Miss 
Harper was 16 years old and had been 
studying in college with a view to 
missionary life in foreign lands. 
Dr. 
Starr, a young physician, was studying 
t.oward the same end and the couple 
decided to wed. 
Miss Harper had ideas of her own 
on the question of the word “obey” in 
‘-he ritual of the church, and decided 
.hat for her it should be eliminated. 
She found a friend in Rev. Maxwell 
Caddis, 
assistant 
pastor of Morris 
•hapel, Cincinnati, 
who 
promised to 
omit the word during the ceremony, 
and she was married, but friends were* 
inconsiderate enough to say the m ar­ 
riage was Invalid and at the next meet­ 
ing of the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal 
church, 
held in 
Cincinnati, the clergyman 
who had 
omitted the word was “churched. 
Finally the question became general, 
ihd later, when decisive action was 
-aTiam, the sentence “serve and obey” 
was ordered stricken out of the m atri­ 
monial ritual of the discipline of the 
vlethodist church.

tric lamps of 10.000 candle-power ara 
used by De Plury. 
The diver says that at a 
certain 
depth bodies are kept in a state of 
preservation, but when touched drop 
away like powder. 
He tells grewsome tales 
of 
the 
wrecks he has visited, among them the 
treasure ship that was taking 
Na­ 
poleon’s gold to Holland jn 
1808. 
One hundred million of gold sank at 
that time, and little more than half 
has been recovered. 


M inisters Believe Divorce Is a Neces­ 
sity and Would Control W eddings 
and Thus Cut R ate—New 
Law Is Advocated. 


Des Moines, la.—To form a trust for 
the purpose of controlling matrimonial 
ventures is the latest movement on the 
part of Des Moines ministers. 
The 
plans 
were 
discussed 
at a regular 
weekly meeting of the Ministerial as­ 
sociation. and if they are carried out 
Des Moines will no longer be the 
Gretna Green for lovers who have not 
for months calmly reflected over the 
logic of matrimony. 
After a liberal discussion the min­ 
isters came to the final judgment that 
divorce is now a necessity, because o f 
the improper matrimonial ties, and 
they propose to cure the social evil 
by guarding the entrance into the mat­ 
rimonial fields by the strongest safe­ 
guards. 
The agitation was started by Rev. 
Or tan W. Fifer, pastor of Grace Meth­ 
odist Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is firm in the belief that no 
ma.i should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
little to do with many of the modern 
weddings. 
He claimed to have had 
an interview with Judge William H. 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
%hiea he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage. 
He stated 
that he believed one of the greatest 
evils is because 
men 
and 
women 
plunge into marriage without the prop­ 
er preparation. 
To hministers took up the discussion 
in i lively manner and practically en­ 
tered into an agreement that ministers 
will not in the future marry so indis­ 
criminately. 
The preachers believe that where a 
divorce is wanted there should be ar­ 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the offense of the guilty party 
in 
which he or she must remain single. 
It has also been agreed that the 
pastors will demand to know the past 
hiso ry 
of 
the 
participants, 
their 
financial condition and their past ven­ 
tures, if any. 
It is expected that at 
the next meeting of the association 
rules will be drawn up governing the 
performance of marriages. 
The minis­ 
ters will ask the cooperation of th* 
justices of the peace. 
It is possible that their present ac­ 
tion will result in asking the legisla­ 
ture this winter to pass a law making 
more stringent requirements for 
se­ 
curing a license.

Lotteries were common in ancient 
Rome, and during 
the middle 
ages 
lotteries were utilized by the Italian 
merchants for the disposal of their 
goo us. 
Some of the Italian 
states 
then 
adopted the lottery 
as a means 
of 
raising revenue, and the institution 
of state lotteries afterwards became 
very 
common 
and 
very 
popular 
throughout Europe. 
The earliest English state lottery 
of which there is any record was in 
1569, when 40,000 chances were sold 
' at ten shillings each, the drawing tak­ 
ing place in the west 
door 
of 
St. 
Paul’s cathedral. The prizes consisted 
nr articles of plate, and the profits 
were employed for the repair of cer­ 
otate harbors. 
Early in the reign of Queen 
Anne 
r private lotteries were suppressed, “as 
public nuisances,” 
but 
government 
lotteries were still maintained, and 
from 1709 to 1824 considerable sums 
. were annually raised in lotteries au- 
- thorized by act of parliament. 
.The average yearly profit 
to the 
government from 1793 
to 18*24 
was 
v over $1,700,000. 
On the ground of In­ 
jury to public morals, lotteries of all 
kinds were abolished in England in 
- i8^o. 


London.—Yoshio Markino, a Japan­ 
ese artist at present in this country, 
deplores the ungainly carriage of the 
Englishwoman. 
the London ladies have such nice 
Laces and such pretty figures. How sad 
it is that they carry themselves so bad­ 
ly!” is his criticism. 
“I walk up and down this great city,” 
he continued. “I notice that the ladies 
are so awkward. Their arms are hud­ 
dled up, their elbows are too much in 
evidence, the skirt is caught up untidi­ 
ly by one hand, throwing the whole fig­ 
ure out of poise.

Another point which astounds him is 
the assurance of the English girl. 
“She walks along with her head in the 
air. so haughty.” Mr. Markino said. 
“She is afraid of nothing. 
In odr 
country to do so would not be modest. 
Our women go always with eyes cast 
to the ground. They are content to b* 
women. 
They do not care to be ‘maa- 
culines.’ “

Orian W Fifer, pastor of Grace Meth- 
od! it Episcopal church, who declared 
that he is flrm in the belief that no 
maa should put asunder those whom 
God hath joined together, but he ex 
pressed the firm belief that God has 
little to do with many of the modern 
weddings. 
He claimed to have had 


an interview with Judge William H 
McHenry, of the equity court here, in 
which he learned that fully two-thirds 
of the divorces were granted in cases 
where love probably had played a very 
small part in the marriage 
He stated 


that he telieved one of the greatest 
evil^ is because 
men 
and women 


plunge Into marriage without the prop- 
er preparation. 


Te hministers took up the discussion 


In i lively manner and practically en- 
tered into an agreement that ministers 
will not In the future marry so Indis- 
criminately. 


The preachers believe that where a 


divorce is wanted there should be ar- 
ranged a schedule of years according 
to the, offense of the guilty party in 
which ha or she must remain single 


It has also been agreed that the 


pastors will demand to know the past 
his'ory 
of the participants, their 


financial condition and their past ven- 
tures, if any 
It is expected that at 


the next meeting of the association 
rules will be drawn up governing the 
performance of marriages. The minis- 
ters will ask the cooperation of tb« 
justices of the peace, 


it is possible that their present ac- 


tion will result in asking the legisla- 
ture this winter to pass a law making 
more stringent requirements for se- 
curing a license.

He 
or she must learn to bury "self." Your 
readers and the public are entitled to 
be given any news that concerns alike 
both your personal friends and your 
bitterest enemies. However, country 
editors seldom have enemies. But, 
speaking seriously, no editor should 
have friends-or-enemies wben'deflfaing 
what Is news in as country town. It is, 
a fact that usually the fellow with 
whom you like to converse is the one 
who will talk about the subjects -which 
most interest you. This same thing 
applies more forcibly in the editing of 
a country newspaper. 


If you would please the greatest 


number your opportunity to claim tbelr 
attention through your columns and 
to make them know they are getting 
their money's worth when-they are In- 
duced to come around once a year and 
pay tbelr dues is to ffnd out wtiafthey 
want to talk about and give it to them 
as news. Because your contemporary 
down the street captured an item last 
week which you failed to connect with 
is no reason wby you should not recog- 
nize it a« such in your next issue. Of 
course this refers to real news Items 
which every man with a nose for news 
'will recognize. What is sometimes not 
news is news. There are some happen- 
ings which everybody knows before 
your paper Is issued, or at least it 
would seem that everybody was famil- 
iar with the matter. Yet' every j)ne of 
these people will look your columns 
through to see in what language you 
tell the story, if for no other reason 
than to disagree with your version. 


There is a wonderful advantage in 


the determining what is news by the 
acquaintance you have over your ter- 
ritory. The editor of a country weekly 
should be the best informed man in his 
locality on the geography of bis county. 
He should know, as far as possible,

Bow the Kckluio Smoke*. 


"No man is fonder of tobacco than an 


Eskimo," said the Arctic traveler at 
his club. "Tbn Eskimo depends for 
hie icbacea solely on the wnite man. 
For a pound of it he would sell his 
oldest son. 


"It is odd to sefe an Eskimo smoke. 


He chops bis tobacco fine and mixes 
it with chopped willow twigs, so as 
to make it go further. Then be cleans 
out with a picker of bone the small 
stone bowl of his pipe, and then he 
plucks a lock of hair from lis deer- 
skin suit and rams it down in the bot- 
tom of the pipe bowl, so as tc prevent 
any of the finely chopped tobacco from 
escaping into the stem. * 


"Finally he lights the pipe and 


smokes it in a swift series of long, 
strong puffs, so that there may be no 
waste. 
Each puff is inhaled deep 


into the lungs, and the first puffs 
smoke Is still streaming from the nos- 
trils long after another puff has been 
started. T-here must be, you see, no 
waste. There must be none of that 
vain combustion of tobacco without 
benefit to the smoker which, goes on 
continually among TIB.

cough violently, and sometimes ver-

thought to the good roads 
proposition as embodied in 


the Brownlow-Latimer bill, and has 
reached the tmly conclusion possible— 
that • Congress* ought to qnltkly pass 
this bill into law. Indeed, we do not 
believe there can be suggested a sin- 
gle good reason why it should not be 
done. We all know that the highways 
are as essent nl to our civilization 
as the mills which grind our wheat 
and corn are essential to our physical 
comfort. We know that every pound 
of farm produce is to be moved over 
the highways before it can reach tne 
railroad or the waterway for ship- 
ment; must Urst traverse the highways 
before it can reach the consumer. The 
road conditions in all butt wo or three 
States are deplorable, in many sec- 
tions worst than wheu first opened up, 
and In few sections are they at all 
satisfactory. 
The States have dealt 


with the highway question from the 
beginning of their existence as States. 
No solution has yet been found. The 
reason is not far to seek. The bur- 
den of road construction and main- 
tenance has always fallen upon the 
farmers—those least able to bear it, 
while tfiose equally benefited and best 
able to bear the expense have escaped 
almost wholly' the obligation? The"so- 
lution is in an equal distribution of 
cost. This oan be reached in but one 
way. The Government of the United 
States lays duties on consumption. In 
this way the bulk of the money coming 
Into the national treasury is derived 
from all clashes, In town and country 
alike. 
Everybody conttlbutes to It. 


The proposed good roads legislation 
covers the case of necessity, because 
it takes back to the people in equita- 
ble share that which they have con- 
tributed to the government and pro- 
vides for Improvements that 
will 


strengthen all our Institutions and 
make the country mere prosperous 
than it has ever been. • The govern- 
ment uses ti.e highways as if it owned 
them in fee simple, and yet contributes 
not one cent to their maintenance. It 
seiiOs its agents along the country 
roads, and rJermlts no one to impede 
their progress. 
At the beginning 


Congress authorized the establishment 
of post roads. The government has 
not established such roads, but uses 
those already In existence, claiming 
unimpeded right-of-way wherever It 
chooses to -*o. The argument is not 
for fetched that the government owes 
it as an obl'gatiou to the people to aid 
In systematic road building in all 
States, contributing' in this- way to 
the general welfare, and furthering 
the purposes for which government 
itself is sustained by its loyal citi- 
zens. The friends of national aid to 
road improvement only ask the fair 
discharge of a government obligation.

They found friends In the In- 
surance Department, in the Legislature 
and even in Congress. But of the New 
York daily newspapers not one lias 
been tbelr accomplice or their ally. 


It is this fact that gives dispropor- 


tionate Importance to Andrew Hamil- 
ton's statements that he paid out over 
$200,000 to Influence newspapers. Of 
the truth of this charge there is not a 
scrap of proof. 
It lacks both detail 


and corroboratlon. If this money had 
been expended its results must have 
been public In the venal expression* 
of the papers purchase.. Tbelr corrup- 
tion could not be concealed if they 
gave any consideration for the money 
that Hamilton claimed to have paid 
them. 


So fur as the New York dally press is 


concerned Andrew Hamilton's state* 
mcotdff certainJy+false. The New York 
newspapers unanimously attacked in- 
surance corruption, and they carefully 
printed every fact which come to their 
knowledge. Evidence that any of these 
papers received bribe Jmoney 
could 


readily have been used to still their ut- 
terances or to destroy tbelr power by' 
exposure. It is morally and mentally 
inconceivable that if McCurdy or Me- 
.Call or Alexander or Hyde or Hege- 
man or Hamilton or Hendrlcks or Odell 
or Platt, or any one of the long list of 
men Involved, had bad any evidence of

The ore is tbe result of natural cuf m- 
leal conditions produced during the 
lacustrine period, which was one of 
the phenomena of the arid sections ot 
Texas during the pliocene age, and Its 
appearance to mortal gaze in tbe twen- 
tieth century is expected to stay tbe 
band of tbe importer for twenty years 
to come.

CUT SOLDIERS' BURIAL CASH 


Bodies of Men Killed in United States 


Will Not Be Sent Home at Gov- 


ernment Expense. 


Washington.—The body of a soldier 


killed in active service cannot be sent 
home to .his relatives at government 
expense^ for burial if he dies, in the 
United States. Moreover, | the body 
must ba placed in the coffin issued by 
the quartermaster general's depart- 
ment. This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
of Private Albert Laste, Twenty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, Kan., last October. 


His commanding officer 
wished to 


send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the quartermster's depart-* 
ment, which was only allowed to spend 
|35 for that purpose, he offered to sup- 
ply the necessary additional funds.

Ol»» tuo U«Hder* Wlmt They Like Mo»t 
to Talk About. 


In defining, or, rather, determining 


what Is news for a country town the 
personality of the news gatherer must 
be lost, said W. R. Prewitt, of too 
Onawa (Iowa) Gazette, at the meeting 
of tbe Corn Belt editors at Sheldon. He 
or she must learn to bury "self." Your 
readers and the public are entitled to 
be given any news that concerns alike 
both your personal friends and your 
bitterest enemies. 
However, country 


editors seldom have enemies. 
But, 


speaking seriously, no editor should 
have friends-or "enemies wben*deflfalng 
what is news in a\ country town. It is, 
a fact that usually tbe fellow with 
whom you like to converse is the one 
who will talk about the subjects which 
most interest you. Tbls same thing 
applies more forcibly In the editing of 
a country newspaper. 


If you would please tbe greatest 


number your opportunity to claim their 
attention through your columns and 
to make them know they are getting 
their money's worth when-they are in- 
duced to come around once a year and 
pay their dues is to find out wKaf they 
want to talk about and give it to them 
as news. Because your contemporary 
down the street captured an item last 
week which you failed to connect with 
is no reason why you sbould not recog- 
nize it a* such in your next issue. Of 
course this refers to real news items 
which every man with a nose for news 
'will recognize. What is sometimes not 
news Is news. There are some happen- 
ings which everybody knows before 
your paper is issued, or at least it 
would seem that everybody was famil- 
iar with tbe matter. Yet' every Jlne of 
these people will look your columns 
through to see in what language you 
tell tbe story, if for no other reason 
than to disagree with your version. 


There is a wonderful advantage in 


the determining what is news by the 
acquaintance you have over your ter- 
ritory. The editor of a country weekly 
should be tbe best Informed man in his 
locality on tbe geography of bis county. 
He should know, as far as possible, 
every roadt every school bouse and 
every country church in the county and 
extend'his acquaintance to the widest 
extent possible wltb its inhabitants. 
Then when threads of news, which 
happens nearly every week; come float- 
ing to you, you will be the better pre- 
pared to get at tbe required facts. In 
the handling of news from distant lo- 
calities and from other towns one must 
depend very largely—in fact, almost 
wholly—upon his correspondents, if he 
has no knowledge of his people and 
their environments.

Indeed, we do no1 
believe thei-p can be suggested a sin 
gle good reason why it should not be 
done. We all know that tbe highways 
are as essent al to our civilization 
as tbe mills which grind our when 
and corn are essential to our physlca 
comfort. We know that every ponuc 
of farm produce is to be moved over 
the highways before it can reach the 
railroad or the waterway for ship* 
ment; must flrst traverse the highways 
before it can reach the consumer. The 
road conditions in all buftwo or three 
States are deplorable, in many sec- 
tions worst than when first opened up, 
and in few sections are they at all 
satisfactory. 
The States have dealt 


with the highway question from the 
beginning of their existence as States. 
No solution has yet been found. The 
reason is not far to seek. The bur- 
den of road construction and main 
tennnoe has always fallen upon the 
farmers—those least able to bear it, 
while those equally benefited and best 
able to bear the expense have escaped 
almost wholly the obligation? The"so- 
lution is in an equal distribution of

way.

of the States and under the direction 
of highway commissioners are the best 
roads in the United St tes, and are 
equal, if not superior, to the best roads 
in the world. This Is due to the fact 
that these roads have been built under 
Intelligent 
supervision, 
by skillful 


workmen, out of the very best materl 
als and with American oad building 
machinery; whereas most of th-j roads 
that I haa'e seen in the old country 
were built by hand, and have since 
been maintained in tbe same way. In 
spite of the long drought which pre- 
vailed throughout the New England 
States during the spring and summer 
tbe State roads were firm and smooth, 
and although I personally Inspected 
over 500 miles of improved roads, I 
did not spa a single one which bad 
raveled or which had signs o' wear 


the recent dry weather. In the 


southeastern part of Massachusetts 
and along Cape Cod Bay-, and in the 
southern part of Connecticut, the old 
roads were composed entirely of eand, 
but in spite of tbe dry weather the 
State roads built on these sand foun- 
dations 
are remarkably hard and

5200,000 to Influence newspapers. Of 
the truth of tbls charge there is not n 
scrap of proof. It tacks both detail 
and corroboratlon.

The ore is the result of natural chf m- 
leal conditions produced during the 
lacustrine period, which was one of 
the phenomena of the arid sections of 
Texas during the pliocene age, and Its 
appearance to mortal gaze in the twen- 
tieth century Is expected to stay the 
hand of tbe Importer for twenty years 
to come.

sulphur from Italy and other countries 
amourtts'to from-80,000 to 200.000 tons 
per year. So large has been tbe de- 
mand for sulphur—50,000 tons being 
consumed in one year—that tbe sub- 
stitution of iron pyrites has been re- 
sorted to in the manufacture of sul- 
phuric acid.
